
WASTE SPACE FOUND

IN NEW COURT HOUSE

rinns Hold Up by Estimate
IJonnl for Slinrpcr

Scrutiny.

NtonioAL, says mayor

An Intimation that tho Court House
Hoard li P" In'" ,ne plans for tho
new County Court House expensive and
unnecessary features which might crowd
the foot beyond tho prescribed 110,000,-00- 0

limit wan heard In the Hoard of
yesterday. It was the firm sug-

gestion of possible extravagance.
Mayor Mltchel said: "A auperflclal

examination of the plans shows n seem-I- n

extravagance, parhnps prodigality Is
a better word. Hut we want verification
before we act."

In order that specific Information
might be obtained the Kstlmnte Hoard
passed a resolution roqtieatlng tho Court
House Hoard to submit n complete state-
ment of all work and material to go Into
the building, with detailed estimates of
each specification. Tho Court House
Bonn! must also give this Information
to the bureau of contract supervision,
whoso chief Is Tllaen Adamson. Tho
statement must show the use to bo made
of every room.

This resolution was based on an In-

vestigation that Is being made by Mr.
Adamson and his staff, the results of
which were verbally reported to the
Mayor yesterday and will bo the sub-
ject of a written report Mr.
Adamson has been studying the blue
prints for several dayb and comparing
them with tho court house preliminary
plana as approved.

Mr. Adamson has found what he thinks
are a great number of expensive changes
made under the direction of the Court
House Hoard. He ha told the Mayor
that Instead of all the space being used
to the licet Advantage there Is a vnot
amount of waste.

Two Dining Roomi Son,
He finds that Instead of one dining

room for all the Judges there Is one for
the members of tho Supreme Court and
another for the City Court. Where tho
original soheme called for an allotment
of 600 square feet for the chambers of
man Judge and the quarters of his secre
tary the apportionment Is now 900 square
teet.

Where one largo auditorium won
projected, to be used for hearings and
meetings of Judges nnd lawyers, there
are now ten. On the blue prints each
of these Is labelled loom." These
ten big assembly halls appear In the
plans In addition to the many regular
court rooms.

The preliminary plan guve 1,800
ijuare feet to the naturalization bure-.iu- .

The nnl plans now under Mr. Adamson's
xyiitiny raise this area to 10,778 square
ft.

Thev are a few of the points to be
rs-r- In Mr. Adamson's rqcrt to the
Mayor. In view of his tentative find-
ings lieorge McAncny, as chairman of a
special committee that Is Inquiring Into
tie court house cost, roiortol to tho
Hoard of Intimate yesterday :

This committee cannot proceed until
It gets exact estimates. Our superficial
examination shows certain extravagant
features of detail, partlculaily In the
libraries, certain of the Judges' cham-
bers and the lunch rooms. While the
construction of these various rooms U
called for In the act. the detail of such
construction lies finally with this board,
although the Judges and the court house
hoard hive prior oppurtunlt to pass on
them.

"Revelations of this kind thow opor-tunltlt- s

for this boa it) to enforce econ-
omics. The court houre board hay

been Informed that this Imird will
cot permit the total building cost to ex-
ceed M0,000,000, Hut nil of tint amount
iieed not be expended. Tho examination
to date shows opportunities to sive and
not a dollar will be expended If the ex-
pense Ih not Justified."

Alanion T. Hrlggs, who as executive
secretary of the court house board does
a large pait of Its work, appeared at
City Hall after the Hoard of Kstlm.ite
hid passed Its resolution and said to re-

porters
'This resolution Is lused on Tllden

Adamson's preliminary report. Mr.
Adamsen Is unable to understand blue-
prints and has probably drawn all sorts
nf foolish conclusions. The fact Is that
all the court house accommodations, tho
Uses and sizes of rooms, Including lib-
rae and evcythll.r else, was defined
In the proKramme of the architects com-
petition, which the Hoard of Estimate
twice approved In 101.1.

'The competitive drawings were under
aclxlsement for a year and under the
careful scrutiny of the Hupreme Court
Justices. On July 2, 1914, the Kstlmato
Hoard approved tho preliminary plans
for the building, which contained all
these accommodations."

Has llml Tiffs With Urdu.
Mr. Adamson has had several tiffs

with Mr. Hrlggs over the plans. When
he leard of Mr. Hrlggs's remarks

he said;
"Mr Hrlggs told me the other day

that I h.id no business making a study
of the final plans. He also said to me,
'It won't make any dl7crence what you
report, for I've got thirteen of the six-
teen votes In the Hoard of Estimate.' "

TO COST CITY $500,000

to Provide Methods; of

Payment.

Within sixty days Mayor Mltchel
must appoint eight persons who. with
Commissioner of Chanties Kinghury.
will constitute the new r'ltv Itourd of
Child Welfare, charge,! with fixing pen-

sions for widows with young children.
Thv law providing mothers' pensions
went Into effect yesterday.

It was rumored yesterday that among
the persons the Mayor has hail In mind
for this board are Cyrus L Sulzberger
and .Mrs. William Klnsteln, recom-
mended by the United Hebrew Chari-
ties; W. Frank Persons, director of tho
Charity Organization Society; William
H. Matthews, head of a department of
the Association for Improving the Con-

dition of the Poor, and Sophie Ircno
I. oeb, a newspaper woman. The board
Is to serve without pay.

Pension payments will not be mado
until nfter Investigation and only to
widows whose children would otherwise
hae to go tn nu Institution. The
mother's record must be good, her bus-ban- d

must have been n citizen of the
I'nlted States and a rtsldeut of New-Yor-

State, and the mother must have
lived two yenis In a particular locality
III order to receive thu p.iyinei.tH.

The work of organization will be
heavy, nml It Is not thought likely that
money wilt uctuall) be paid under the
new law befoie Januar 1 net. The
pensions will cost New York city. It Is
estimated, nn additional $.100,(101) above
the Ki.lifin.ooo and moro It now spends
on Institutions, public and private.

Outsldu tho city tho boards are county
uffnlrs, appointed by the County Judge.
All the boards are under supervision of
the State Hoard of Charities. The law,
being a general statute, did not comu
before Major Mltchel for approval or
veto; consequently tho city administra-
tion had no voice about the additional
expense It Imposes,
